S a c r a m e n t o , Muroh 1 2 .—Dr. G. G. 
Tyrrell, secretary of the State board of 
health, who leaves for the southern 
portion of the stute this afternoon to 
make a personal inspection concerning 
th e prevalence of smallpox, states that 
Uic extent of tue quarantine measures 
th at will be udopted cannot be deter* 
mined until an investigation is made. 
T he utm ost precaution will, he states, 
be adopted, and at least all trains from 
tho south of Los Angeles, coming into 
the state, will be boarded by medical 
authorities and all passengers examined. 
The railroad company will be requested 
to trauefer all passengers from beyond, 
an d coming north of Los Angeles, to 
other cars at th at point, and the oars 
thus reaching th at city will be fnmiga* 
ted. 
Dr. Tyrrell says the railroad com­ 
pany has proffered every assistance to 
the State board of health to m eet and 
exterm inate the invading disease, and 
will carry medical authorities for tho 
purpose of making inspections on trains 
free, aud take such uctiou about the 
quarantine of trains as the State board 
shall determ ine most effective for the 
end in view.

M assachusetts to remain always a lie 
publican state, for old prejudices are 
passing away. 
M assachusettsis always 
moving toward a Democratic position. 
W ith tbo Bay State clnb in front and 
you, brethren, everywhere, I hope to see 
her on the right side of the line in 1888. 
From tbe formation of your consti­ 
tution 
down to 
tbe 
present time 
the differences between the Democratic 
party and all its adversaries have been as 
to the nature and extent of federal pjw ers. 
The principle of local self-government 
is the vital part of democracy. 
Au 
amendment to the constitution declares 
that tbe powers not delegated to the 
United States by its constitution nor 
prohibited by it to the state are re­ 
served to the states respectively or to 
the people. 
No power can be justly 
claimed 
unless 
it 
is 
granted 
in 
express 
terms 
or 
by 
necessary 
implication. 
If no such grant of power 
can bo found, and if its exercise by 
state is not prohibited, it belongs to the 
state and her people, and thus, while 
the doctrine of state’s rights is defended 
in th at article, yet it does not sanction 
eecession or nullification, but it instructs 
the several atateB and their people as to 
tho boundaries of all legi-lative, execu­ 
tive and judicial power, not delegated to 
the United 
States, 
by 
a fair and 
reasonable construction of the constitu­ 
tion. 
By this constitutional doctrine 
of states’ rights the Democratic party of 
this country stauds to-day as it always 
has Btood, and as 1 trust it will stand 
forever hereafter. 
(Loud 
applause). 
Twenty-five years ago the tendenoy was 
to oarry this doctrine to a dangerous ex­ 
trem e, but since th at time the danger­ 
ous extremo has theatened from quite 
an opposite direction. 
G reat and pow­ 
erful interests, 
too powerful 
almost 
to be successfully resisted, are constant­ 
ly pressing against the barriers of tbe 
constitution, demanding the extension 
of federal power to a degree never con­ 
tem plated by the most extreme federal­ 
ist in early days. It is the right and the 
duty of the government to exercise a 
general supervision and control over all 
the concerns of the people. 
Mr. Presi­ 
dent, this is not a Democratic doctrine 
as 1 understand it, and it never was 
(tremendous ohoer»). 
I mean» centrali­ 
zation first and inevitable dissolution 
afterw ards. 
No part of the unlou is so 
vitally interested in the preservation 
and maintenance intact of this local 
authority 
as 
the 
New 
England 
s ates. 
Fortunately we have at last 
been permitted to inaugurate a Demo­ 
cratic! national 
adm inistration, 
and, 
more fortunately, that administration,by 
its conservative and patriotic course, by 
its honest and faithful execution of the 
laws, and by its regard for the rights of 
all classes of men, bAs given abundant 
assurance th at the executive power can 
be safely entrusted to our hands. 
This 
o inutry was never hetter governed than 
it is now, (Cheer*1) and it was never 
more tranquil and contented than it is 
now. 
It is not my purpose, gentlemen, 
to discuss the revenue question npou 
this occasion. It is too large a sub­ 
ject 
to 
present fully 
iu th e 
time 
a t my disposal and too im portant a sub­ 
ject to be treated hastily. 
I t is enough 
to say, in conclusion, that in my judg­ 
ment the government has no legal right 
to impose taxes upon its citizens except 
for tbe purpose of raising a revenue to 
defray its neoessary expenses and pay 
its past debts. (Loud cheering). 
W hen­ 
ever it goes beyond this, it disregards, 
in my opinion, tbe plain purpose for 
whioh the power of taxation was con­ 
ferred upon it.” 
(Loud applause).

Second—I hereby give, bequeath and 
devise unto my executors, or suoh of 
them as shall qualify, the net residuo 
and remainder of my estate, both per­ 
sonal and real, of every kind, in trust, 
for the benefit of my children, and I 
hereby direct that my said executors dis­ 
tribute and apportion my said estate 
am oD g my said children in suck manner 
and form, aud at suoh time or times, as 
shall in their judgment be for the best 
interests of my said children, giving 
unto my said executors full power to sell 
aud mortgage such and so much of my 
real and personal property a» they shall 
deem best, and to invest or distribute 
the proceeds of such sale or sales as 
herein provided.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA WINES. 


T h e P r o d u c t io n L a s t, l'e n r P lie - 
l i o m e n u l l y L a r g e . 
Major Ben. Tram an, in his admirable 
series of letters to the New York Times 
on “ California W ines,” gives a very 
interesting review of the growth of the 
wino industry in Souther? California, 
from which we quote: 


t h e v in t a g e o f 1880. 
The vintage of the year ju st passed is 
tiie most successful iu tho unuals ot the 
California wine industry. 
The weather, 
although generally favorable most years, 
proved particularly so during 1886, as 
there were no early or late frosts, no 
heavy winds aud no unforrcen mishaps 
to retard the development of the new 
selections, while the vintners enjoyed 
great success in their picking, crushing 
and fermenting. 
The musts generally 
indicated from 23 to 26 percent, of sugar, 
with well proportioned amounts of acids, 
which give abuudaut promise, of court3, 
of development into excellent wines. 
1 
am imforincd th at the Ziufandels and 
other clarets show remarkably 
fine 
color, especially those that have beeu 
planted by the leading viticulturists of 
Los Angeles county, and that, so far os 
thi-y could see iu the progress of manu­ 
facture, they were faultless in ferme'nta- 
tion and iu every other respect, and that 
the cellar to-day represent a finer selec­ 
tion 
and 
better 
fermented assort­ 
m ent of young wines than at the close 
of the preceding season. 
I t is esti­ 
m ated by good guessers whom I have 
met in the southern district th at the 
production of L03 Angeles, Sau Bernar­ 
dino and San Diego will am ount to 
5,000,000 gallons, about one eighth of 
which has already been or is being trans­ 
formed into brandy; and while some of 
this wine has already been Bold to Ital­ 
ians in N ew York, Louisiana and the 
Northw estern States, and while much 
has been turnod iuto ports, sherries, 
etc., still a great proportion has been 
mafie into clarets and wliit^ wines and 
n o tan inconsiderable quantity has been 
blended with grapes that are supposed 
to be better adapted for table wines than 
the Missions or even the Zinfandels. 


f r e e d o m f r o m d is e a s e s a n d p e s t s . 
So far in the history of grape cultiva­ 
tion iu Southern California, it has been 
comparatively free from all di-eases and 
E 
ests; and coulure or blight is hardly 
Down, except here and there, after 
some violent climatio changes, suchas 
the tremendous and phenomenal rains 
in Los Angeles, San Bernardino and San 
Diego counties during the spring of 1884, 
b u t which 
were, through 
judicious 
and careful pruning, prevented from do­ 
ing ranch barm , no vines having suffered 
severely except the Musoatels. 
New 
vines, however—which are often al­ 
most entirely neglected and left to take 
care of themselves—showed little coulure 
but considerable blight. 
Mildew, which 
kills a great many young vines in France 
and in the Eastern States, or severely 
retards development, has very 
little 
alarm for the viticulturist of Southern 
California, and is always easily checked 
by a little application of sulphur in tbe 
spring, or a t any timo before th e germs 
are established. 
Sometimes, however, 
when 
fogs 
prevail 
to 
a 
great 
extent, sulphate 
of lime has been 
found necessary in some instances, in 
Southern California and in other p o r­ 
tions ef the State, just as it is very 
largely used in portions of Europe and 
in other parts of the United States. 
I 
am informed th at insect pests are preva­ 
lent some years, whereas there is an en­ 
tire absenoe of all such things during 
others. 
The army worm sometimes 
makes his appearance and can only be got­ 
ten rid of by the turkey,who is always 
willing to gobble bim up. 
Even Paris 
green, which is very dangerous, has failed 
to eradicate this pest. 
I t is said th at 
this poison will knock tho worm over, 
but th at he will recover, while tbe 
remedy, or 
supposed remedy, often 
reaobea th e frnit. and people are known 
to bave been poisoned. 
Still, none of 
these pests bave prodaoed much anxiety 
in the southern counties, while the phyl­ 
loxera is entirely unknown, partly be­ 
cause of tbe some'what u ravel ly soil in 
many vineyards, and partly because 
irrigation is carried on and submerges it 
¡ if it exiats.

After an examination I told him he had 
iho smallpox, and to convince him I 
called Doctors W orthington and Ross, 
who were both at my office, and who 
also pronounced his a case of smallpox, 
though a mild case. 
He had several 
well filled postules ou his head, face and 
arms, partly xmbilicated and ready to 
dry up. 
I asked the man to wait a little 
while in the rear of my office while I 
would call for somebody to conduct him 
to the posthonse; then I tried to tele­ 
phone to thfa health officer, but he had 
no telephone in his office. 
I then went 
lo his office (near 10 o’clock A. M.) 
and found it locked.

applied to 
the ohief of police for a man to guard 
him o r to guide him to the pesthouse, 
which he refused, as nobody seemed 
willing to perform this d aty . But wheu 
1 entered Spring street again 1 saw an­ 
other officer engaged 
in bringing a 
prisoner to tbe jail; thinking th at he 
might undertake the job, I returned to 
the ohief, and os the man was willing tb e 
chief sent him with me, and he was 
kind enough to conduct the patient to 
tho hospital.' 
Now I presume th at 
w hen a patient is turned over to a n ­ 
other physioiat), this other physician is 
responsible for evérything afterwards. 
I and Dra. Ross and W orthington were 
satisfied th at th e patient was suffering 
w ith smallpox (varioloid). 
Tho doctor 
at th e pesthouse wss convinced that he 
had only measles. 
Is it not fAir to nsk 
why he did receive him in the pesthouse 
if he had no pest? I t is customary in 
every hospital to examine a patient 
w heu he enters, and more so s hospital 
of this natore. If the doctor examined 
him there aud found only measles about 
him, wss it uot criminal on bis part to 
adm it the patient? B ut if the patient 
bad smallpox was it n ot criminal to dis 
charge him after a few days, when he 
could scarcely be entirely dear of the 
disorder? 
Dr. Ross has gone to Mammoth Tank 
to look after some cases of smallpox 
among the railroad employe», and this 
patient oaine. directly from the same 
house where those cases are, so it is fair 
to say that Jessen had, and probably has 
yet, this disease, in spite of the opinion 
of the man at tho pesthouse. 
Cases of varioloid frequently recover 
is eight of ten days, bat i( is certainly 
imprudeut to send such a man into a 
boardisghouse.

a oitria fair for the county o f.S a n Ber- 
■■kíího the frnit-growers from Hermosa 
«o Redlands, and from Riverside to 
Highlands joined in w ith a right good 
will. 
Host’s hall woa engagpd and titled 
up m floe style for the occasion. 
There 
was a a enthusiism about the movement 
odrried it along rapidly and irre- 
awtibly to a superb succsss, which cul­ 
minated on Friday and Saturday in one 
o f the finest exhibition» of citrus fruit 
dfenfc hum an eye ever looked upon. 
Men, women and children worked 
onrly, worked hard and worked late and 
in one week’s time from the commence- 
sm n t ef active operations the beautiful 
was open to the public in a blaze of 
y. Oa Friday morning at 11 o’clock 
is ef music broke forth from a 
in front of the hall of beauty and 
a people from every point of the com- 
nttss poured in and feasted their eyes 
S o n the lovely display. 
The hall was 
tastefully and elaborately•ornnmented 
w slh festoons of ivy and waving palms, 
th e symbol of victory far the first citrus 
tMir'oi Colton, of which the people there 
well be proud.

Bmkxtiful branches of olive trees 
w ith t h w pretty leaves of silver and 
g n eo j, through which peeped out the 
d ark a«A clusters of this historic fruit, 
wera displayed on all sides. 
To say that 
CoUqq Terrace made oae¡of the choicest 
displays ia the world is only justice to 
th a t citrus locality. 
Old Ssu Bernar­ 
dino from her imme.ise crop made a 
jrforious display; th at was followed right 
«tftar by Lugonia, Renlanda, Craftoo, 
Highlands, 
Ucaipa, Valley View, San 
.Bernardino and the towu of Colton. 
Hermosa, also, came ia w ith a tine dis­ 
play, as well as East and South Colton. 
A display that attracted much atten- 
Hon was sent from San Fernando by Mr. 
H. W. Griswold. 
This consisted of 
■■ms of the finest limes and lemons 
ever grown in any country, and were 
notable for being the tin t citrus exhibit 
. M at out to aoy fair from th at beautiful 
place. 
Expert frait-deab-ra and growers 
.dedared it to be the finest quality they 
l u d ever seen. 
Hereafter San Fernando 
will stand in the front rank on citrus 
fruits and olives. 
A very pleasant and surprising feature 
was a fine exhibition from 
K. 
J . 
Northern, of Anaheim. 
It consisted of a 
most beautiful and bountiful display of 
navel and seedling oranges and some 
fine lemens that were greatly admired. 
Borne teaderfeet inquired of the repre- 
•sntative of the H era ld if oranges ever 
froxs in Anaheim, and was promptly 
Informed th at such a calamity never 
ooourred in th a t town. 
W hoever repre- 
•aatad th at oranges ever froze in the 
warm, dry soil of Anaheim is either a 
knave or a fool. 
Exhibitors from the Old Mission or 
O ld San Bernardino report th at they 
kave sold their large tine crop to River­ 
side buyers and th at yesterday the 
Biversiders were packing and shipping 
tk s -fruit and marking it “ Riverside 
«raagas," oa the ground that they were 
narohaaed and shipped by Riverside 
dealer». They also state th at the exhib­ 
i t of oranges from Riverside a t the fair 
was bongnt in Old San Bernardino, and 
th at the oranges sent from Riverside 
natually were returned to that city 
w ithout being opened. 
Tbis is a new 
feature in citrus fruit exhibitions and 
la certainly ingenious and handy. 
The Colton Semi-Tropic of yesterday 
has the following summary of the ex­ 
hibits, which is quite complete, but, of 
course, in a crowd which constancy pre­ 
vailed ia the hall it was difficult to obtain 
a memoraudum of everything:

Dr. A Thompson, of South Colton, 
four exhibits of orsages. lemons, in 
glass jars, canned Indian Blood peaches 
and apricots.

Ths Colton Marble 
Lime Company 
made an excellent exhibit from their 
quarriea in Slover m ountain, w hich at* 
tracts the attention and admiration not 
only of the strangers visiting us, but of 
our own people, many of whom had no 
idea we had such wealth of beautiful 
building and ornam ental stone right at 
our very door. 
The exhibit consisted of 
rough and polished marble, granite and 
limerock, of specimens of lime and the 
rock used in producing tbe same. 
Some 
twelve different specimens of stone, 
from plain w hite to beautifully colored 
and variegated m arbles, onyx and gran­ 
ites were on exhibition. 
J . V . Suman, of ihe Colton barley 
mills, has an exhibit of whole barley, 
cleaned and uncleaned, smutted and un­ 
sm utted, and samples of crushed barley 
as it oomes from the mill, devoid of all 
foreign substances. 
E . Newcomer, architect, has on exhi­ 
bition a num ber of drawings of eleva­ 
tions and greuud plans of buildings to 
be erected in Colton. 
Tbe architectural 
work and designs are of a very high or­ 
der. 
T. P. Domecy & Co. exhibit samples 
of new clarets and w hite wines, Ziufan- 
del and B erger, from their Colton Ter­ 
race vineyards, as also does M r. P. C. 
Peters, of South Colton. Tke wines are 
pronounced exoellent, considering their 
age, by those who have sampled them. 
Mr. N. D avenport has on oxhibition 
samples of green, tipe and pickled olives 
aud lemons. 
G. C. Falooner, East Colton, exhibits 
some immense W ashington Navels and 
seedling oranges. 
J. N . Coburn, South Colton, jars of 
freestone and lemon-cliog peaches, and 
canned blackberries.

J. A. K eltiog exhibits samples of two 
kinds of olives, pickled in San Bernar­ 
dino six years ago; also two samples of 
Colton pickled olives.

The 
p atien t 1b greatly nuuoyed by the aonsteut 
dropping into tu e throat of th e m orbid m at­ 
ter from the head, and as a recum bent poni- 
tton naturally favors the flow downward, 
his rest is frequently di.turbeil from tills 
cause. Many sufferers are obliged to lie 
w ith the hea.l very m uch elevated iu order 
to sleep with some degree of comfort. 
In others a tough, viscid aud offensive 
phlegm collects behind and above (he .soft 
palate. In th e passage between the throat 
and head, a d h e rin g to th e parts with glu- 
lsh teuaciiy. 
Its lodgm ent em barrasses 
respiration and creates a seas tiou of trri 
tatlon aud uneasiness iu th e affected local­ 
ity, which gives rise to a couMaut nud al­ 
most lrresistahle desire to relieve the d is­ 
com fort by draw ing the m ucus into th e 
throat so <n> to eject it by tb e ni >uth. This 
nrac:ice, popularly known as "haw king,” 
is characitrU tio of catarrh, and proves aa 
em barrassing to the oue affected aa it ia 
disagreeable to 'hose around him.

cavity. Tois coudition is indicative of u l­ 
ceration, which, in tim e, may destroy the 
bouy stiucture of th e uo&e aud produce a 
subsequent flattening of th at organ. 
Cases are occasionally m et with iu w hich 
a thick, viscid, slim y secretion coats th e 
m cm braue of th e nasal cavities and then 
putrifles, giving rise to a «tench w hich is 
really overpowering and sufficiently fetid to 
poison the atm osphere of a whole room ; 
aud there are others ia w hich ail the secre­ 
tions of the m em brane are suspended, caus­ 
ing an unpleasant feeling of dryuess, beat 
and feverishness iu the head and nose—a 
coudition popularly kuow n ns “Dry Ca­ 
tarrh .’ 
The disease speedily extends to tho air 
cavities of the bones of th e forehead aud 
face, giving rise to a distressing sensation 
of h avy weight or com pression over the 
forehead, especially lu th e region above 
pud between the «-yes, au d to a feeling of 
fulness, heat, lrritail >n, sureties* or pain iu 
the nostrils near the root of the nose, as 
well as In the upper part of the throat, 
above and behlud the soft palate.

In some cases it becom es so revolt- 
iugly offensive aa to ren d er the sufferer au 
object of disgust to him self as well as to 
others. 
‘Jhu nasal m em brane is thickened and 
congested, causing th e nu.*e t<> be stopped 
up, som etimes on oue side, Romctlme ou tbe 
other, and ofteu on both, giving rise to a 
disagreeable, stuffy sensation lu the head, 
and occasioning 
violent 
aud prolonged 
paroxysm s of sneezing. 
The voice is weak, in d istin ct and husky 
or of a uasal character, di-playing a sort of 
sniffing quality. O ltentim es there is a con­ 
tinuous hoarseness an d discordance. There 
is alto a sense of irritatio n iu the throat, 
and frequent attem pts to clear tho parts of 
phlegm , producing th e s o u n d ‘'hem " m ore 
or less forcibly.

Iu the 
Ktugusge of Dr. Wood, of Philadelphia, 
'T he disease is one of th e most obdurate 
aud disagreeable which th e pbyslciau has 
to encounter. In bad cases the bresih of th e 
patient becomes so revolting as to isolate 
him from society snd to ren d er him an ob­ 
jec t of disgust even to him self.” In some 
cases pieces of boue becom e separated an d 
slough off, leaving deep, unhealthy ulcePs. 
w hich secrete a bloody m atter, and are ex ­ 
tre m e s difficult to heat.
